Claim Objections 

Claims 8 and 9 are objected to because of tine following informalities. On the 
second to last and last lines of claims 8 and 9, the terminology "treatment device" lacks 
clear antecedent basis. The Examiner suggests changing this language to --device for 
treating cardiac valve regurgitation— in order to overcome this objection. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 10-14 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Mathis et al (US 2003/0212453). Mathis anticipates the claim language where: 

(a) the compression member as claimed is the anchor member (34) of Mathis 
(see Figure 9 and paragraph [0013], 

(b) the tube as claimed is crimp (70) (see Figures 5, 1 1 , and 12), 

(c) the sleeve as claimed is catheter (50) (see Figure 3), 

(d) the positioning step is best shown in Figures 1 and 2, 

(e) the relative rotation step is about the arc formed around the heart valve (20) 
by coronary sinus (14) (see Figure 2), and

(f) the side port as claimed is the hole on the left side or end of catheter (50). 
With regard to claim 13, the catheter (50) of Mathis is the sleeve that is a delivery 
catheter as claimed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 16 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 8 and 9 would be allowable if the objectionable language were corrected.
